On  motion  of  Mr.  John  N.  Whiting,  a  committee  of  three 
was  appointed,  to  nominate  candidates  for  officers  for  the 
coming  year.  Rev.  Drs.  Wilson  and  Metcalf,  and  Mr. 
Whiting  were  appointed. 

Rev.  Dr.  Wilson,  from  the  Special  Committee  to  confer 


with  the  Trustees,  made  a  verbal  report,  by  way  of  infor- 
mation. 

Mr.  John  N.  Whiting  offered  the  following  : — 

"  Resolved,  That  this  House  request  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees to  pass  a  statute,  imposing  an  assessment  of  $1,  which 
will  entittle  a  member  to  the  privileges  of  the  House." 

Being  seconded  by  Rev.  Mr.  Piatt,  it  was  on  motion  by 
J.  N.  Whiting,  laid  on  the  table  till  to-morrow.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hobart  Free  College,  held 
at  the  College  on  the  14th  day  of  July,  the  following  Resolutions  were 
adopted : 


Resolved,  That  the  Convocation  created  by  the  Statutes  of  Organiza- 
tion passed  August  11th,  1848,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  take  the 
name  of  "  The  House  of  Convocation  of  Hobart  Free  College  at  Gene- 
va." 

'^Resohed,  That  the  word  "Standing,"  occurring  in  the  3d,  4th  and  5th 
Sections  of  the  Statutes  of  Organization  of  the  House  of  Convocation, 
passed  August  1st,  1848,  be  stricken  out,  and  the  word  "  Executive"  be 
inserted  in  its  place,  so  as  to  read  "  Executive  Committee,"  instead  of 
"Standing  Committee." 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Convocation,  at  any  of  its  meetings,  shall 
have  the  power  to  exclude,  by  ballot,  from  its  meetings  and  all  participa- 
tion therein,  any  member  who  may  have  made  himself  obnoxious  by  no- 
torious crime,  immorality,  or  the  inculcation  of  Infidel  or  Atheistical 
opinions ;  such  exclusion  to  have  effect  until  the  matter  can  be  brought 
before  the  Trustees  of  the  College  in  due  form  of  presentment,  for  their 
action  thereon. 

The  House  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  3  P.  M.,  at  Trin- 
ity Church. 


July  15th— 3  P.  M. 
The  House  met  at  Trinity  Church,  pursuant  to  adjourn- 
ment ;  whereupon  Mr.  John  N.  Whiting  delivered  the  An- 
nual Address.

First  Annual  Report  of  the   Coimnittee  on  Endoioments. 

The  Committee  on  Endowments  respectfully  Eeport :  That  during  the 
past  year  Five  Endoivments  have  been  consummated,  the  benefits  of  all  of 
which  the  College  is  now  reaping. 

1.  That  of  the  Hobart  Professorship  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  Language 
and  Literature,  upon  a  foundation  of  $15,000,  raised  by  private  subscrip- 
tion. 

2.  That  of  the  Trinity  Professorship  of  Christian  Ethics,  Logic,  Intel" 
lectual  Philosophy  and  History,  established  by  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Society  for  the  promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  with  a  fund  of 
115,000. 

3.  The  G-eneral  Endowment  of  |3,000  per  annum  in  perpetuity^  by 
the  venerable  Corporation  of  Trinity  Church,  New  York. 

4.  A  Fellowship,  established  by  John  H.  Swift,  Esq.,  of  New  York 
with  a  foundation  of  $5,000. 

5.  The  Horace  White  prize  fund — a  gift  of  $500  by  Mr.  Horace  White, 
of  Syracuse,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  for  ever  applied  to  the  pro- 
curement, annually,  of  a  Gold  Medal  of  the  value  of  twenty -five  dollars, 
and  of  a  Silver  Medal,  of  the  value  of  ten  dollars,  as  prizes  for  the  two 
best  original  Essays  by  students  of  the  College,  on  subjects  to  be  assign- 
ed by  the  Bishop,  the  President  of  the  College  and  the  Senior  Professor. 

By  the  conditions  of  the  General  Endowment  of  $3,000  per  annum 
for  ever,  by  Trinity  Church,  the  name  of  the  Institution  has  been  chang- 
ed from  "  Geneva  College,"  to  "Hobart  Free  College  at  Geneva;"  and 
all  charges  for  Tuition,  Room  Rent,  &c.,  have  been  abolished,  thus  throw- 
ing open  to  all  who  may  desire  them,  the  benefits  of  a  College  Education 
—the  liberalities  of  the  latter  of  which  acts,  is  without  a  parallel  in  the 
annals  of  Collegiate  Institutions. 

The  Committee,  in  concluding  their  report,  beg  leave  to  express  their 
grateful  thanks  to  the  donors  of  the  above  named  endowments,  and  hope 
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that  in  another  year  they  may  be  enabled  to  congratulate  the  House  of 
Convocation  upon  the  j-esults  of  the  examples  which  have  been  so  gen- 
erously set.
